We  say  justice,  because  in  the  diary  of  the  un¬ 
fortunate  Mr.  Allen,  {leniied  by  him  in  Eng¬ 
land,  while  evidently  suffering  under  the  dis¬ 
tressing  malady,  which  has  taken  away  from 
those  whom  he  so  violently  opposed  before  leav¬ 
ing  this  country,  every  feeling  but  that  of  com¬ 
passion,  but  which  nevertheless  has  been  print¬ 
ed  and  circulated  in  this  country  as  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  a  sound  mind.

We  mean  not  to 
say  that  having  been  careless  Jews,  they  have, 
for  some  secular  and  worthless  object,  become 
nominal  Christians, — an  event  which,  to  us, 
would  have  been  a  matter  of  perfect  indiffer¬ 
ence  :  hut,  that  having  had  their  attention  di¬ 
rected  to  the  grand  subject  at  issue  between 
the  Jewish  and  Christian  churches ;  having, 
with  the  Scriptures  in  tlie  original,  as  their 


text-book,  entered  into  a  careful  and  protracted  I 
examination  of  the  subject,  in  company  with  a 
Christian  friend,  who  is  both  a  good  Hebraist 
and  Grecian;  having  in  the  progress  of  the 
lengthened  discussion  displayed  all  the  con- 1 
tempt  for  Christianity,  and  all  the  enmity  and  I 
hatred  to  it,  which  are  common  among  their ! 
countrymen  ; — they  have  at  last  fallen  under  j 
the  pressure  of  the  evidence  in  support  of  the 
grand  truth,  which,  opened  in  the  Old  Testa- 1 
ment,  is  pt^rfectly  unfolded  in  the  New  ;  and  j 
have  believed,  as  far  as  man  can  judge,  with 
their  heart,  on  Jesus  Christ  as  their  Saviour  and  ' 
their  Lord.” 

This  im{>nrtaiit  event  was  consummated  some 
time  since ;  but  being  desirous,  at  least  for  a 
time,  of  remaining  in  quietness  and  peace,  and 
being  disjiosed  to  avoid  all  hasty  and  open  pro¬ 
fession  of  their  faith,  they,  till  lately,  took  no 
step  which  afforded  a  fair  opportunity  of  bring¬ 
ing  the  fact  under  public  view.  On  the  2fHh  of 
June,  however,  they  transmitted  to  Mr.  Feel, 
for  presentation  to  his  Majesty,  a  most  superb 
copy  of  the  Prayei  Book  of  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land,  which  that  gentleman  lost  no  time  in  pla- 
jcing  in  his  Majesty’s  hands.  It  was  accompa¬ 
nied  with  the  following  inscriptions  ;

If,  with  perfect  propriety  and  good  ta.ste,  these  I 
Jews  intimated  their  conversion,  in  the  first  in-  j 
stance,  to  their  Sovereign,  the  next  step  they  ■ 
took,  partaking  of  a  public  character,  was  i 
prompted  by  Christian  benevolence  and  love.  | 
The  whole,  or  part  of  them,  had  been  in  the  j 
habit,  for  a  considerable  time,  of  attending  the  | 
ministry  of  the  Rev.  .Mr.  Howells,  of  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Chapel  in  Long  Acre,  in  connexion  with 
which  there  is  a  flourishing  Sunday  School. 
To  each  of  the  children  attending  this  school,, 
amounting  to  seventy-eight,  they  presented  a  ^ 
copy  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  with  thej 
following  inscription  written  on  each  book  : 

”  A  minute  token  of  Christian  love  to  the 
tender  lambs  of  Messiah’s  flock,  from  five  of 
[  the  seed  of  Abraham,  with  the  fervent  prayer 
that  the  Holy  Spirit  may  take  and  show  unto 
them  the  things  that  be  of  Christ. 

I  Sierra  Leo.ne. — Major  Denham,  the  Gov- 
I  ernor  of  Sierra  Leone,  died  there  a  few  weeks 
j  after  his  landing.  The  mortality  in  that  set- 
I  tiement  is  extraordinary,  and  the  cause  baffles 
all  conjecture.  A  new  settlement  has  been 
I  made  at  the  Island  of  Fernando  Po,  with  the 
i  view  of  transferring  the  establishment  thither, 

I  on  the  ground  of  its  being  more  healthy.  This, 

I  however,  may  be  doubted.  The  newer  the  set- 
I  tiement,  the  greater  are  the  causes  which  con- 
I  tribute  to  human  destruction.  The  Island  of 
!  St.  Thomas,  situated  much  farther  from  the 
I  main  land  than  Fernando  Po,  possesses  a  cli- 
i  mate  as  fatal  to  European  health  as  Sierra  Le¬ 
one,  or  perhaps  more  so. 

Swiss  Mlssionaries. — The  last  African  Re¬ 
pository  contains  a  letter  Irom  Rev.  T.  Sessing, 
one  of  the  five  Swiss  missionaries  in  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Colony  at  Liberia,  dated  July  2*2,  1828, 


from  which  we  learn  that  they  wore  all  in  good 
health,  although  they  had  suflered  more  or  less 
from  fevers.  Two  of  the  number,  Messrs.  Ses¬ 
sing  and  Wulf,  were  living  m  one  house.  Mid 
the  other  three,  Messrs.  Hands,  Hegelee,  and 
Kissling,  in  another.  Afier  the  Rains,  some  of 
them  intend  removing  to  the  Bassa  country. 
They  speak  in  high  terms  of  the  kindness  of 
Mr.  Ashmun,  the  Colonial  Agent,  and  will  be 
grieved  to  hear  that  his  earthly  career  is  ended 
— .V.  1'.  Observer. 

Dr.  Randall,  Agent  of  the  Colonization  So¬ 
ciety,  is  expected  to  embark  for  Liberia  in  the 
U.  S.  schooner  Shark,  which  sails  in  a  few  days 
!  from  New-Yotk. 

\  Ram  Mohun  Roy. — The  fact  is  beyond 
'dispute,  that  this  boasted  convert  to  Unitarian 
'  Christianity  remains  to  this  day  in  the  ranks  of 
[heathenism;  enjoying  his  wealth,  which  he 
j  would  lose  by  breaking  caste  and  avowing  him¬ 
self  a  Christian.  We  apprehend  he  would  him- 
I  self  be  unwilling  to  be  denominated  a  Chris¬ 
tian  in  his  own  country. — If  any  ask,  why  we 
;  are  anxious  to  settle  a  point  so  unimportant  as 
j  the  avowed  standing  o^"  one  man,  we  answer, 

'  because  it  gives  us  a  clue  to  real  Unitarianisiii 
in  our  own  country.  This  man  has  been  for 
I  long  time  the  theme  of  sickening  Unitarian  eu- 
'  logy  ;  his  works  are  almost  a  text  liook  amon^ 
the  students  in  a  Theological  Seminar? ;  and 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Thayer  says,  that  ”  Ram  Mohun 
Roy  and  Mr.  Adam  are  doing  more  to  blt^- 
'  mankind,  than  any  other  two  men  upon  earth.” 
Whereas  their  oracle  does  not  even  profess  to 
■  renounce  heathenism,  or  to  receive  the  gospel  a^ 

I  a  revelation  from  God.  There  is  indeed  an  in¬ 
tercourse,  and  we  doubt  not  good  fellowship, 
between  him  and  Mr.  Adam  ;  but  it  is  a  solemn 
question,  whether  the  change  necessary  to  pro¬ 
duce  it,  has  not  been  wrought  in  the  once  evan¬ 
gelical  missionary,  rather  than  in  the  learned 
and  noble  Brahman.  And  must  not  American 
Unitarianism  be  sunk  very  low,  to  boast  itsrll 
of  a  convert  who  will  not  dance  when  they 
pipe,  or  mourn  when  they  lament  ?
